The fact is, that there ismothing which cruisers can 
do to prevent slaves being embariced half so effective 
as using greater diligence in catching them after they 
are emuarked. It is inflicting on the slave-breeder 
the penalty he most dreads-—the loss of his ship and 
cargo. If every slaver were sure that he would be 
caught the minute he puts to sea, nobody would risk 
a dollar in the traffic, and not a single negro would 
ever be purchased on the coast. The more induce¬ 
ment^ officers have to catch slavers, whether it 
he offered in the shape of prize-money or not, the 
fewer slavers there will be to capture. Air. Collamer 
talks as if slave-traders were actuated solely by a 
love of the business, or a desire to promote cotton and 
sugar culture, and as if the chance of their making 
money on the venture had nothing to do with their 
undertaking it. Otherwise his proposition, that the 
stronger the inducement you furnish to naval officers 
to prevent their realizing any profits after they have 
virtually made the investment, the more you encour¬ 
age the traffic, is sheer nonsense. 

Moreover, we should like to be informed, if it is 
injudicious to pay naval officers for catching slaves 
alter the slaves are embarked, in what way can 
cruisers be employed against the traffic at all ? It is 
impossible for either England or America to prevent 
slaves being collected lor sale at the barracoons on 
the coast, without a land force which shall be suffi¬ 
cient to patrol a line of at least three hundred miles. 
Where are troops to be had for any such service ? What 
troops would submit to be sent on it without mutiny V 
Where are the white men who can survive military 
duty in that climate for three months ? Is it not 
notorious that Europeans or Americans can only sup¬ 
port life in those latitudes at sea, and by the use of 
constant precautions? We must rely on a naval force 
exclusively, and no naval force can prevent Dahomey 
or ahy other barbarian power from concentrating as 
many droves of human cattle as it pleases, upon any 
given point, every night in the year. This being the 
case, no force not large enough to have every inch of 
the coast under the eye of some one vessel of the fleet 
at all hours of the day and night can prevent ship¬ 
ments from taking place. It could not do so even if 
it possessed unumited powers of search and visit, 
winch we have expressly and repeatedly denied to 
the British. 

A dozen American clippers may appear off any 
point of the coast, and the British commanding officer 
may know them to be slavers, and know them to be 
waiting for cargoes, but he cannot effectively impede 
their business, unless he can detach a separate vessel 
to watch each one of them night and day. This, of' 
course, is utterly impossible, and is never attempted. 
Five times the number of cruisers which the British 
have on the coast would not suffice to protect all the 
barracoons against the designs of the swarm of fast 
vessels which this port alone now keeps hovering ofl' 
the slave coast. With the force at their disposal, and 
under the existing restrictions as to the right of search, 
the only thing the British can do is wliat they are 
doing—lie in wait for such of the pirates as have got 
their prey on board and are making off with it. It 
must also be remembered that to enable a British 
officer to board one of our slavers, he must be abso¬ 
lutely certain, under the rules we have ourselves laid 
down, that there are negroes in her hold. If he 
attempts prevention by boarding her or interfering 
with her beforehand, he renders himself liable to dis¬ 
missal or censure, at the demand of our minister, in 
case he should be unable to discover proofs of her 
guilt. 

The state of the case at present is simply this: We 
do not prevent slavers from being fitted out in our 
ports and sailing for the coast of Africa. We do not 
maintain cruisers enough to overhaul and watch them 
when they have arrived at their destination, and to 
prevent their taking in their cargoes; and we will 
not allow the British to assist us in doing it. Lastly, 
we do not either prevent their being landed on our 
own shores or on those of Cuba in our own waters ; 
and when a proposition is made in the Senate to 
increase our naval police force, it is voted down, 
under the shallowest pretences.

This paper reminds us a little of Joseph’s coat of 
many colors. We think a journal, like a man, ought to 
have individuality, it ought to be like a trumpet which 
has a certain sound. Its staff of editors ought to be 
composed of those who think alike on all the great 
questions that are discussed in its columns; thus exhi¬ 
biting unity of purpose with diversity of style and 
manner.

But The 
Independent is on both sides oY the question of slavery, 
for the discussion of which, in its religious and political 
aspects, the paper was originated, ln the issue of the 
lull inst., it lias a long and glowing article on Air. Sum¬ 
ner’s late speech in the Senate, winding up with saying, 
We are pledged in irreconcilable hostility to slavery 
as a stupendous wrong.” In another article, in defence 
of Dr. H addington, tne English Uongregatmnalist min¬ 
ister who attended the meeting of the American Board 
at Philadelphia, and showed the white feather, it 
reproves harshly “ the infidel abolition organs ” which 
practically treat slavery as a " stupendous 'wrong. 
Hr. Waddmgton came to this country last year to raise 
money for building his Memorial Church in London. 
Like all other foreigners who come on the same errand, 
he bowed down in the house of Kimmon, by which we 
mean that he sprinkled himself with holy water in the 
temple of our great American Moloch. When he 
returned home, tne English Christians condemned his 
course in very unequivocal terms.

In the House of Commons on the 8th inst., Air. Cave 
rose to ask the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
whether his attention had been directed to the Message 
of the President of the United States to Congress, on the 
19th day of May, respecting the slave trade, and whe¬ 
ther Her Majesty 's Government had received any recent 
communications from the Government of the United 
States, or intended making any fresh proposals to that 
government on this subject' The honorable gentleman 
had no doubt at all that the Government of the United 
States was sincerely desirous to assist us in the suppres¬ 
sion of the slave trade, but unfortunately there Was a 
large portion of American capital invested in that trade, 
although the citizens of the United States generally were 
opposed to it. The employment of steam gunboats on 
the coast of Cuba had ialicn like a thunderbolt upon the 
people engaged in the slave traffic, and they therefore 
determined to procure the recall of those gunboats it 
0 possible. The American people became excited on the 


• subject of the right of search, and the American 
Government became uneasy, and at length the service 
was so arduous to the officers employed, in consequence 
of-the difficulties thrown in their way, that we were 
compelled to do one of two things, either to recall the 
vessels or to prevent their interfering at all with any 
ship hoisting the American flag. He thought from a 
passage in the Presidents Message to Congress, that 
there were signs of an iutention on the part of the Ame¬ 
rican Government to act more cordially with Her 
Majesty s Government in suppressing the slave trade on 
the coast of Cuba, it seeemed monstrous that, year 
alter year, in defiance of the most solemn treaty obliga¬ 
tions and directly in the teeth of America and England, 
that Spain should persist in carrying on this iniquitous 
traffic. There were at present in Cuba 400,000 slaves, 
who died at the rate of ten per cent, annually. Forty 
thousand were annually imported, and if there was any 
further deficiency it was supplied by introductions 
from China and Yucatan. The Americans were bound 
by the Ashburton treaty to employ eighty guns in the 
suppression of the Cuban slave-trade, but he thought 
their efforts would be much more efficacious if they 
employed a smaller aiid lighter class of vessels. If 
America would fairly unite with Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment in suppressing the trade, the squadrons of the two 
countries might cruise together, and when a slaver 
attempted to escape by hoisting the American colors, an 
American vessel could be immediately signalled to over¬ 
haul her (hear, hear).

lina. The legislation of the Choctaws on the subject of 
slavery is purely diabolical. And this Upas tree was 
planted in the presence of the Missionaries, if they did 
not positively dig about it and dung it, they allowed it 
to take root, aud cherished its growth by their smiles. 
Then, when the nation saw scores ot thousands of dollars 
expended in forcing back the Choctaws into the barbar¬ 
ism of slavery, the Board, on account of the outside 
pressure upon them, gives up the mission into the hands 
of the Old School Bresbyterians, and flatters itself and 
cajoles its supporters with the idea that it is somewhat 
anti-slavery! But the Board is still keeping up the 
same policy among the Cherokees. The Independent 
supports them in it, and so do W ard Beecher and the 
Congregational clergy generally. But the friends oi 
the "American Alisswnary Association,” and the " infi¬ 
del abolition organs,” and the British Christians, with 
few exceptions, believing the teaching of The Indepen¬ 
dent, that slavery is a stupendous wrong, will hold no 
fellowship with it but rather reprove it. Now, who is 
consistent, The Independent, which declares slavery to 
be a •• stupendous wrong ” and yet aids and abets the 
American Board in perpetrating this wrong by organ¬ 
izing slaveholding churches among the Indians, or those 
who, believing slavery to be a wrong, treat it as they 
do ail other wrongs by holding no communion or fellow¬ 
ship with it ? VVe trace the asperity of The Independent 
towards its nudum in se brethren to a secret conviction 
that it is wrong and inconsistent in its position, while it 
is too proud and stubborn to acknowledge the fact and 
act accordingly. 

During our late visit to the East, we saw nothing that 
so discouraged us as the mulishness of the New England 
clergy in regard to the Church AntiBlavery Society 
and its fundamental doctrine that slavery is an inherent 
sin unworthy of Christian fellowship. They endorse 
Lovejoy’s view and hold slavery to be a twin relic of 
barbarism. They say Amen to the positions of Charles 
Sumner in his recent speech, and declare slavery to be 
'• a stupendous wrong.” But it is not so stupendous as 
to justify the Church Anti-Slavery Society in saying 
that it is malum in se! To be sure, in heaven-daring 
criminality, atrocity and meanness, it is as huge as the 
Alleghany mountains. But it is not so huge as the Alps, 
whose summits pierce the skies, and therefore these 
conscientious gentlemen cannot cooperate with their 
brethren of the Church Anti-Slavery Society! VVe 
know not a more muddy-headed set ol men, both in the¬ 
ology and ethics, than the clergy' of New England. 
Give us the bold, flatfooted advocacy of slavery as a 
Bible institution, rather than the hair-splitting, Janus- 
faced policy of those who admit that slavery is a crime, 
but contend that it is not so stupendous a crime aud 
a wrong that it should be put out of the churches at 
home and the mission churches among the heathen.

But the most powerful 
argument in my comparison is this : France lias fought 
in Italy in order not to help a nationality, if her 
Emperor intended only to obtain an exchange, in Ger¬ 
many, for the new possessions he gave to his ally. Any

m MEMORY OF THEODORE PARKER. 

Religious Services in Music Hall, Boston, 

Addresses by Messrs. Ellis, Emerson and Phillips. 

Phonogr&phically reported for the (Boston) Atlas and Bee. 

Exercises in commemoration of the death of the 
late Rev. Theodore Parker were held by the Twenty- 
Eighth Congregational Society, in Music Hall, on Sun¬ 
day forenoon, June 17th. The capacious hall was 
crowded to repletion in every part, and hundreds of 
men and women remained standing through the entire 
services, lasting upwards of two hours. So great was 
the desire to be present that people went to the hall 
as early as 8 o’clock; and by half-past 9 the hall was 
filled. Among the congregation were many well-| 
known citizens, including hundreds who belong to 
other churches and denominations. Taken altogether, 
it was a gathering such as is not often witnessed in 
Boston, and may be regarded, as a testimonial of no 
common character and significance to the memory, 
the talents, labors and life of the distinguished 
deceased. 

Floral Trlbi 

Among the most strongly-marked characteristics 
of the late Mr. Parker was a love of flowers. This 
extended almost to a passion. It was, therefore, 
the highest degree proper, and also beautifully sug¬ 
gestive, that on the occasion of a formal commemora¬ 
tion to his memory by this Society, there should be a 
floral tribute. Accordingly the altar at which he was 
wont to preach was literally covered with flowers 
the form of wreaths, bouquets, &c. In front of the 
altar was suspended a cross composed of white 
flowers and evergreen. On each side were numerous 
wreaths of variegated flowers, the rarest and most 
beautiful of the season; and upon the top at each 
wing were bouquets, large in size, and placed in vases. 
Upon the velvet, side of the Bible, was the favorite of 
Mr. Parker, the Lily of the Valley, a humble but 
handsome flower. The whole desk was radiant with 
these floral tributes, while the fragrance they exhaled 
was only surpassed by their surpassingly regal hues.i

It was thought that the new truth would be spread 
by his voice; perhaps not dreamed that one man 
could spread it so widely. But that simple Resolve, 
the seed of this Society, was dropped in faith that 
that truth would prevail—the mover of it having, a 
year or two before, in a little book now forgotten, 
shown how it was the basis of all teue art, criticism, 
society, morals, laws and religion. But of this Society :

Next—Let us look to what he created and did. He 
ascended to the sublime heights of philosophy and 
religion; by thought and study made clear to the 
intellect the truth that tired his soul, that “ God is 
infinite Perfection, Power, Wisdom, Justice, Love,’ 
and plainly showed it to the world. He saw and 
Showed how historically and by nature, man grows 
in the light of love and has liis eyes opened to spiri¬ 
tual truth as flowers beneath the sun.

growth—show how, by either method, analysis or 
synthesis, this one truth was the culmination of human 
thought. Well may we leave theologies, Christolo- 
gies, creeds, statutes, societies, to take care of them-

Wiping a tear with her 
apron, and taking me in her arms, she said, ‘ Some 
men call it conscience; but I prefer to call it the voice 
of God in the soul of man. If you listen to it and 
obey it, then it will speak clearer and clearer, and 
always guide you right. But if you turn a deaf ear 
Or disobey, then it will fade out, little by little, and 
leave you in the dark and without a guide.’" 

Out of that tearful mother’s arms grew your pulpit. 
Here in words—every day in the streets, by deeds, 
during a hard life, he repeated and obeyed her counsel. 

Of that pulpit, its theology, and its treatment, by Uni¬ 
tarian divines, manly and Christian lips spoke " s 
weeks ago. It is not for me, even if there 
need, to touch on it. Born in that faith, and nurtured 
in similar maxims of the utmost liberty and duty of 
individual investigation and thought, I used it to enter 
other paths. Mine is the old faith of New England. 
On those points, he and I rarely talked. "What he 
thought, 1 hardly know. For myself, standing 
beneath the Gospel rule of “judging men by tbeir 
fruits,” I should have felt stronger in defending my 
own faith, could I have pointed to any preacher of it 
who as gently judged and as truly loved his fellow- 
men. As to doctrines, we both knew that “ the whole 
of truth can never do harm to the whole of virtue; ” 
that, of course, a man’s conception of truth is only his 
opinion, and not, necessarily, absolute truth. But it

Our best tribute, here in the presence of the living 
spirit, the fittest in his sight, and the most lasting, 
will be the quiet vow not to falter in his work, and, 
as we may, in Church, or Court, or State, or common 
life, to keep in sight the light he showed us and follow 
its heavenly guidance. . 

Mr. John It. Manley, the Secretary of the bociety. 
then said (in allusion ,to points in the address of Mr. i 
Ellis), that on die 15thSeptember last, while amontfj 
the Alpine mountains, and in anticipation of the sad 
event which he knew was approaching, Mr. Parker 
selected the hymns on the programme, and the Script¬ 
ures to be read, to form a part of the commemorative 
exercises of the Society.

The vice charged agamst America is the want of j 
sincerity in leading men. It does not lie at his door. 

He never kept back the truth, for fear to make 
enemy. But, on the other hand, it was complained 
that he was bitter and harsh, that Iris zeal burned 
with ' ’ a T ‘"" "" w e " n tamfis 

of all.^It was Ilfs merit, like Luther, Knox, 
Latimer, and John Baptist, to speak tart truth, when 
that was peremptory and when there 

say it. But Iris sympathy for goodness was not less 
energetic. One fault he’ had—he overestimated his 
friends—I may well say it, and sometimes vexed 
them with the importunity of his good opinion, whilst 
they knew better the ebb which follows unfounded 
praise. He was capable, it must be said, of the most 
unmeasured eulogies on those he esteemed, especially 
if he had any jealousy that they did not stand with 
the Boston public as highly as they ought, nis 
commanding merit as a reformer is this, that he 
insisted beyond all men in pulpits—I cannot think of 
one rival—that the essence of Christianity is its prac¬ 
tical morals; it is there for use, or it is nothing ; and 
if you combine it with sharp trading, or with ordi¬ 
nary city ambitions to gloze over municipal corrup¬ 
tions, or private intemperance, or successful fraud, or 
immoral politics, or unjust wars, or the cheating of, 
Indians, or the robbery of frontier nations, or leaving 
your principles at home to follow on the high s 
in Europe a supple complaisance to tyrants, 
hypocrisy and the truth is not in you ; and no love of 
religious music or of dreams of Swedenborg, or praise 
of John Wesley or of Jeremy Taylc 
from the Satan which you are. 

Hi s ministry fell on a political crisis also; on fhe 
years when Southern slavery broke over its old 
banks, made new and vast pretensions, and wrung 
from the weakness or treachery of Northern people 
fatal concessions in the Fugitive Slave bill and the 
.peal of the Missouri Compromise. Two days bitter 
tbe memory of Boston—fke days of the rendition 
of Sims and of Barns—made the occasion of his most 
remarkable discourses. He kept nothing back. In 
terrible earnest he denounced the public crime, and 
meted out to ever)- official, high and low, his due, 
portion. By the incessant power of his statement he 
made and held a party. It was his great service to 
freedom. He took away .the reproach of silent con¬ 
sent that would otherwise have lain against the indig¬ 
nant minority, by uttering, in the hour and place 
wherein these outrages were done, the stern protest. 

But whilst I praise this frank speaker, I have m 
wish to accuse the silence of others. There are met 
of good powers who have so much sympathy that 
they must be silent when they are not in sympathy. 
If you don’t agree with them, they know they only 
injure the truth by speaking. Their faculties will 
not play them true, and they do not wish to squeak 
and gibber, and so they shut their mouths. 1 can 
readily forgive this, only not the other—the false 
tongue which makes the worse appear the better 
cause. There were, of course, multitudes to censure 
and defame this truth-speaker. But thq brave feu.owfj 
the brave. Fops, whether in hotels or churches, will 
utter the fop’s opinion, and faintly hope for the salva- ] 
tion of his soul; but his manly enemies, who despised 
the fops, honored him; and it is well known that his 
great hospitable heart was the sanctuary to which 
every soul conscious.of an earnest opinion came for 
sympathy—alike the brave slaveholder and the brave 
slave-rescuer. These met in the house of this honest 
man; for every sound heart loves a responsible per¬ 
son, one who does not in generous company say 
generous things and in mean company base things 
but says one thing—now cheerfully, now indignant 
—-but always because be must, and because he sej 
that, whether he speak or refrain from speech, this 
said over him ; and history, nature and all souls 
testify to the same. ’ _ 

Ah, my brave brother! it seems as if, in a frivolous 
age, our loss were immense, and your place cannot 
; be supplied. But you will already be'consoled m the 
transfer of your genius, knowing well that the nature 
of the world will affirm to all men, in all times, that 
which for twenty-five years you valiantly spoke ; that 
the winds of Italy murmur the same truth over your 
grave; the winds of America over these bereaved 
streets; that the sea which bore your mourners home 
affirms it, the stars in their courses, and the inspira¬ 
tions of youth; whilst the polished and pleasant 
traitors to human rights, with perverted learning and 
disgraced graces, rot and are forgotten with then-

No sect, no special study, no one idea , 

sympathy ; but he was generous m judgment, where 
a common man would have found it hard to De so. 
Though he does not “go down to dust without his 
feme,” though Oxford and Germany sent him messages 
of sympathy, still, no word of approbation from the 
old grand names of our land, no honors fr'om tnver- 
sity or learned Academy greeted his brave, diligent, 
earnest life; men can confess that they voted against 
his admission to scientific bodies for his ideas, tceling 
all the while that his brain could furnish halt the 
Academy ; and yet, thus ostracised, he was the most 
generous, more than just, interpreter of the motives of 
those about him, and looked on while others reaped

these old ways, I cannot hut sus¬ 
pect the Unitarian pulpits of some latent and cow¬ 
ardly distrust of their own creed, when I see that if 
-me comes from them to our Orthodox ranks, and 
believes a great deal more than they do, he is treated 
with reverent respect; but let him go out on the other 
side, and believe a very little less, and the whole 
startled body join in begging the world not to think 
them naturally the parents of such horrible and dan¬ 
gerous heresy! 

But there is one tiring every man may say of this 
pulpit. It was a live reality, and no sham. Whether 
tearing theological idols to pieces at West Roxbury, 
or here, battling with the every-day evils of the 
streets, it was ever a live voice, and no mechanical or 
parrot tune; ever fresh from the heart of God, as these 
flowers, these lilies—the last flower over which, when 
eyesight failed him, with his old gesture, he passed 
his loving hand and said, “How sweet!” Like that, 
story he loved so much to tell, of Michael Angelo, 
when in the Roman palace Raphael was drawing Iris 
figures too small, Angelo sketched a colossal head of fit 
proportions, and taught Raphael his fault. So Parker 
criticized these other pulpits, not so much by censure 

i by creation ; by a pulpit proportioned to the hour 

-broad as humanity, frank as truth, stem as justice, 
and loving as Christ. 

Here is the place to judge him.. In St. Paul’s cathe¬ 
dral, the epitaph says, if you would know the genius 
of Christopher Wren, “look around.” Do you ask 
proof how full were the hands, how large the heart, 
how many-sided the brain, of your teacher—listen, 
and you will hear it in the glad, triumphant certainty 
of your enemies, that you must close these doors, since 
Iris place can never be filled! Do you ask proof of 
his efficient labor and the good soil into which that 
seed fell—gladden your eyes by looking back and 
seeing for bow many months the impulse his vigorous 
hand gave you has sufficed, spite of boding prophecy, 
to keep these doors open! Yes, he has left those 
'fcecwttomed tip use weapons, and not merely to hpld 
'tot’.te's hand*. And not only among yourselves.

Address 

At the death of a good and admirable person, we 
meet to console and animate each other by the recol¬ 
lection of his virtues. , . , 

I have the feeling that every man s biography is at 
his own expense. He furnishes not only the facts but 
tbe report. I mean that all biography is autobio¬ 
graphy. It is only what he tells of himself that 
comes to be known and believed. In Plutarch s lives 
of Alexander and Pericles you have the secret whis¬ 
pers of tbeir confidence to their lovers and trusty 
friends. For, it was each report of this kind that 
impressed those to whom it was told m a manner to 
secure its being told everywhere to the best, to those 
who speak with authority to their own times and 
therefore to ours. For the political rule is a cosnucal 
rule, that if a man is not strong in his own district, 

’ i is not a good candidate elsewhere. 

He whose voice will not be heard here again could 
well afford to tell his experiences; they were all honor¬ 
able to him, and were part ol the history of the civil 
and religious liberty of his times. Theodore Parker 
was a son of the soil, charged with the energy of 

New Eno-land, strong, eager, inquisitive of knowledge,' 
of a diligence that never tired, upright, of a haughty 
independence, yet the gentlest of companions ; a man 
of study, fit for a man of the world ; with decided 
opinions and plenty of power to state them ; rapidfy 
pushing his studies so far as to leave few men quail-1 
fled to sit as critics. He elected his part ot duty, 
accepted nobly that assigned him m his rare consti 
tion. Wonderful acquisition of knowledge, a rapid 
wit that heard all, and welcomed all that came, by 
seeiirt its beariug. Such was the largeness of his 
receDtion of facts and his skill to employ them, that 
liori n.s W he were some President of Council to !

The sudden and singular eminence of Mr. Parker, 
the importance of his name and influence, are the ver¬ 
dict of Iris country to his virtues. We have few such 
men to lose; amiable and blameless at home, feared 
abroad as the standard-bearer of liberty, taking all 
the duties he could grasp, and more, refusing to spare 
himself, he has gone down in early glory to his grave, 
o be a living and enlarging power, wherever learn¬ 
ing, wit, honest -valor and independence are honored. 

The eloquent and characteristic address of Mr. 
Emerson produced a marked impression on the con¬ 
gregation.

I mean the habit, without which orthodoxy stands 
emasculated and good for nothing, of independently 
passing on the empty and rotten pretensions of 
churches and churchmen, which I learned earliest and 
more than from any other, from Theodore j Parker. 

He has my love, my respect, my admiration.” 

Yes, his diocese is broader than Massachusetts. 

His influence extends very far outside these walls. 

Every pulpit in Boston is freer and more real to-day 
because of the existence of this. The fen of his exam¬ 
ple scattered the chaff of a hundred sapless years. , 

Our whole city is fresher to-day because ot him. I lie \\ herever the tuj 
most sickly and timid soul under yonder steeple, hide-! 
bound in days and forms and beggarly Jewish ele¬ 
ments, tittle dreams how ten times worse and nar¬ 
rower it was before this sun warmed the general 
atmosphere around. As was said of Burke’s unsuc¬ 
cessful impeachment of Warren Hastings, “ never w 
the <rreat object of punishment, the prevention 
crime, more completely obtained. Hastings v 
acquitted, but tyranny and injustice were condemned^ 


where he sowed, with most generous joy m their si 
cess. Patiently analyzing character and masterly 
marshalling facts, he stamped with generous justice 
the world’s final judgment of-Webster, and now that 
the soreness of the battle is over, friend and foe allow it. 

He was generous of labor—books never served to ^ 
excuse him from any, the humblest work. Though 
“ hiving wisdom with each studious year," and passion¬ 
ately devoted to his desk, as truly as was said of Mil- 
ton, “ the lowliest duties on himself he laid.” What | 
drudgery of the street did that scholarly hand ever 
refiise?" Who so often and constant as he in the 
trenches, when a slave case made our city a camp' 

Loving hooks, he had no jot of a scholar’s indolence 
or timidity, but joined hands with labor everywhere. 

Erasmus would have found him good company, and 
Melancthon got brave help over a Greek manuscript; 
but tbe likeliest place to have found him in that age 
would have been at Zwingle’s side, on the battle-field, 
pierced with a score of fanatic spears. For, above 
all things, he was terribly in earnest. If I sought to 
paint him in one word, I should say he was always in 
earnest. 

I spoke once of his diligence, and we call lnm tire¬ 
less, unflagging, unresting. But they are common¬ 
place -words, and poorly describe Mm. What we 
usually call diligence in educated men does not outdo, 
does not equal the day-laborer in ceaselessness of toil. 

No scholar, not even the busiest, but loiters out from 
his weary books, and feels shamed by the hodman or 
the plough-boy. The society and amusements of easy 
life eat up and beguile one-half our time. Those on 
whose tips and motions hang crowds of busy idlers, 
submit to life-long discipline—almost every hour a 
lesson. Those on whose tones float the most precious 
truth, disdain a’n effort. The table you write on is 
the fruit of more toilsome and thorough discipline than 
the brain of most who deem themselves scholars ever 
knew. Let us not cheat ourselves with words. But 
no poor and greedy mechanic, no farm tenant “ on 
shares,” ever distanced this unresting brain. He 
brought into his study that conscientious, loving indus¬ 
try which six generations had handed down to him on 
the hard soil of Massachusetts. He loved work, and 
I doubt if any workman in our empire equalled him 
in thoroughness of preparation. Before he wrote his 
review of Prescott, he went conscientiously through all 
the printed histories of that period in three or four 
tongues. Before he ventured to paint for you the por¬ 
trait of John Quincy Adams, he read every line Adams 
had ever printed, and all the attacks upon him that 
could be found in public or private collections. 

Fortunate man! he lived long enough to see the 
eyes of the whole nation turned toward him as to a 
trusted teacher. Fortunate, indeed, in a life so noble, 
that even what was scorned from fhe pulpit will 
surely become oracular from the tomb ! Thrice fortu¬ 
nate, if he loved feme and future influence, that the 
leaves which bear his thoughts to posterity are t 
freighted with words penned by sickly ambition 
wrung from hunger—but with earnest thoughts^ 
dangers that make the ground tremble under our feet, 
and the heavens black over our head—the only litera¬ 
ture sure to live. Ambition says, “ I will write, and 
be famous.” ’Tis only a dainty tournament, a sham 
fight, forgotten when the smoke clears away. Real 
books are tike Yorktown or Waterloo, whose cannon 
shook continents at the moment, and echo down the 
centuries. Through such channels Parker poured his 
thought. , . 

And true hearts leaped to his side. No man s brain, 

[ eve? made him warmer friends; no mab's heart ever t uoe lm- 
held them firmer. He loved to speak of how many 
hands he had, in every city, in every land, ready to 
work for him. With royal serenity he levied on all. 

Vassal hearts multiplied the great chief’s powers. 

And at home the gentlest and deepest love, saintly, 
unequalled devotion, made every hour sunny, held off 
every care, and left him double liberty to work. God 
comfort that widowed heart I 

Judge him by his friends. No man suffered any¬ 
where, who did not feel sure of his sympathy. In sick 
chambers, and by the side of suffering humanity, he 
kept his heart soft and young. No man lifted a hand 
anywhere for truth and right, who did not look on 
Theodore Parker as his fellow-laborer. When men 
hoped for the future, this desk was one stone on which 
they planted their feet.

To have stood here was, for most men, suf¬ 
ficient credentials. Here the young knight earned his 
spurs. Around it has swelled and tossed the battle 
of Christian liberty. The debate, whether Theodore 
Parker should speak in one place or preach in another, 
has been one of God’s chief methods of teaching this 
land the lesson of what bigots style toleration, and 
freemen better eaU Christian liberty. 

He has passed on—we linger. That other world , 
-ows more real to us, as friend after friend enters it. 
„oon more are there than on this side ; soon our hearts 
are more than half there. God tenderly sunders the 
few ties feat still bind us. So live feat when called 
to join that other assembly, we shall feel we are only 
passing from an apprenticeship of thought and toil to 
broader fields and a higher teacher above. 

The blessings of the poor are his laurels. Say that 
u .s words won doubt and murmur to trust in a loving 
God—let that be his record ! Say that to the hated 
and friendless, he was shield and buckler—let that be 
his epitaph! The glory of children is the fathers. 
When you voted “that Theodore Parker should be 
heard in Bostou,” God honored you. Well have you 
kept feat pledge. In much labor and with many 
sacrifices he has laid the cornerstone. HLs work is 
ended here. God calls you to put on the top-stone. 
Let fearless lips and Christian lives be his monument!
